PITTSBURGH, March 12. 
—The Burchianti tfang, most 
feared bandit band in Penn­ 
sylvania, today added to its 
five year count of murders, j 
robberies, bombing: and petty 
thievery the $104,205 taken 
after its members mined an 
obscure suburban road and 
blew up an armored pay truck 
and a guard car taking pay­ 
rolls to the Pittsburgh Ter­ 
minal Coal Company’s Cover- 
dale mines near here yester­ 
day, police believed. 
The bandit Kang, at whose' doors, 
police laid responsibility for the 
bombing, in which 
five 
payroll 
guards were hurt and the heavy 
truck and guard car blown Into the 
air, holds a score of three m urders 
in the past five years and Its loot 
Is veriously estim ated at upwards 
of a quarter million dollars.
